working conditions and the Lke. Tt is most
unfortunate that the operitors themselves
bave beld in wany Inetances to an opposite
point of view, They huve stated their case,
but they have refused too often to debate
it. It was the mine owners. not the miners,
who refused to Lonop President Harding's

Mr. Lewis, president of the miners’ {nter-
notional federation, was unt exaggerating
when Le informed the country thar the cont
atrike which be has called will be, If it is to
go on, the wost disastrous In the history of
the wountry.

MR. MOORE PLAYS DIOGENES

HNEN in the course of the pilgrimnge

through this, so to speak, vale of tenrs,
o man finds himself in a state of mind that
mnkes agreement elther with his feiends or
his enemies utterly impossible; when he be-
comes a Minority of One faecing from an
eminenes of Inereasing lonesomeness n world
that seems to be in & deadly, conspiracy
against him, he ought to tnke a vacation.
He ought to shut up shop, lock the safe
and go to Atlantie City or Palm Beach, or
at least buy or borrow a saddle horse and
disport Limself under the sun for n while,
Lelief from routine and relnxation of nerves
will be needod to bring him again into ra-
tional communion with his fellow men,

Mayor Moore's friends ought to tell him
all this, They ought to wrestle determinndly
with his stubborn spieft.  They ought to
get him out of his deepening rut. Tor, as
the rigid and solitary antagonist of almost
every gronp with whieli he is assecinted in
the administration of public affaies, the
Muyor i not now either o bappy or o potent
figure.  Hix avownl of opposition to the
Mitten plan of streot-car munagement is in
one way nstonishing. But it might have
been expected.

Jolted by the Bad Manners of Bome
of the instruments of the Law,

EA!‘IL‘Y in the year I was told by one

who appeared to know .that before re-
signing his office ns Police Commissioner,
Major Warburton had painstakingly drilled
the foree In the proper mode of waking an
arrest, gome stresx boing Inid on the miltary
snap and click of the gestures, and even
more emphasis on the business-like cheer-
fulnesss of tiie tone and wording.

Like nll teaching. some of it. 1 faner,
fell on good ground, some on hnrd ground
and some got lost before it reached the
ground, with the result probably that no
two arrests are yet made alike, and no two
policeman approach the euspect or the
culprit with the same finish and dash nnd
the werene choerfulness that it was hoped
they would model on the finish and dash
nnd serene cheerfulness of their one-time
Commissioner. At least, from an experience

HE suspect was n doctor who gives nhout

L ha¥ of every day to the Philadelphin
(reneral Hospital elinies, and so can be enid
to be in the eity ‘s employ, while not on the
city's payroll, He was hureying from his
own patients fo reach his elinte at Blockley,
and finding a long, eipty stroet, speeded up,
Quickly in hix rear there was n whistle from
o motoreyele officer, to which he paid no nt-
tention at first, fecling funocent and being
intent on Lis driving. Presentlr the officer
ranged up beside him and signaled him to
egtop. Being in the middle of the block and
“going some,'" Lo rtopped by a hard appli-
eatlon of the’ brakes within thirty feet of
the signal,

_The polieeman, a short-necked. *“Mittol
Furopn,”” surly looking person, shouted st
him words of disapproval. and on coming
wbhreast of the car demanded Lis reason for
driviog at that specd, his nume, his license
and hig oceupation.

At the stution house thers was delay and
much formal questionlug, but that, too, was
business-like und npurt from a cortaln readi-
uess for truculeney should the prisoner show
signs of impatience over the ireelevance of
the muny questlons put to him, Aparg from
that and the taking away of his enr without
being at the trouble of verifying his license
nutuber, there was little o complain of, and
iu the end some Inuglhtoer.

At the office of the magistrate the rurly
policemun preferred n surprising etring of
charges, which lie read from a notebook ;
among thew was one that he had been
threatened with a welcome to the hoepltal
should he ever find Lieelf there and in the
doctor’s ward.

If a man has a leaning toward musie, and
is in w position to gratify thi= torte and
share it with others, lie experiences a double
delight : that of the pleaxure which music
gives Nim and, in addition, the pleasire
which comes from helping others to dovelop
thelr musicnl inclinations, o

SMusie §s pre-cwinently o diseiplined
emotion. All art is to some extent, bt
wmusie more thun any of the others. 10 o
composer in his ereative work disciplines
s emotions and cxpresses  his _um.-xml
thonghts in n manner whicl compling with
musical requircments, e can Lear lils eren-
tive work only through the instrumentality
of interpretative artlris who render with
voles or instruments that which the com-
poser created.

A Disciplined Emotion

‘“Iherefore, it seems o me that one ol the
principal effects upon (he thousands who
wtudy musie seriougly nnd sineerely must
be that fn the other activitles of life they
apply the disciplinary proeess which they
have learned through their wusic, And as
art in tones is refined, so its study and
practice help in refinlug the everydiy aetlons
of life hy n proper obedience (o the funda-
wental luws of nction. .

the composer wants it produced,  Not only
u!q they shut themselver out from n great arr,
with its attendant enliure und refining in-
fluenees, bur they thus lessen thelp own
possibilities of good for others.’”
